llow  Much  Proleclion. — It  is  not  neoi^ssary  to  havo  a  liouso  so  warm  that  water 
•Mil  not  treeze,  for  pood  rosidts  are  ohtaiiied  from  comparativd.v  pold  houses,  llavo 
■Iiree  sides  of  the  house  hoarded  tight  so  that  the  wind  or  druu^rht  eaimot  get  tlirough. 
!'he  south  or  front  of  the  bouse  may  be  made  largely  of  glass  aud  cpttpa,  about  out'- 


third  glMs  and  twf»-third*  cotton,  though  it  in  not  a  good  plan  to  have  cottoa  reach  |.. 
the  floor,  better  to  have  a  single  thickneB*  of  board  reaching  as  high  an  U.  to  is  ni.I.es. 
Thi«  provides  protection  for  the  hen*  when  scratching  on  the  floor,  while  the  window 
of  cotton  screen  may  be  o|H?n. 

Su»li<iht.—D(,  not  be  afraid  to  let  sunlight  info  the  house.  The  sun  is  the  best 
and  cheaiH-Ht  disinfectant  we  can  get.  but  even  glass  and  cotton  will  not  all-.w  the  sm. 
to  ixMietrnte  if  thev  ar»^  covcre<l  with  dust,  so  briwh  or  swc-p  them  ■>«  every  lew  <li..vs 
and  on  sunshiny  days  even  in  the  winter  time  open  up  the  cotton  scre«>n  or  th-  wml..,v 
for  several  hours  in  the  middle  of  the  day. 

rr«/.7n/.on.— Fresh  nir  is  ."ssential.  It  drives  out  moisture  and  ke.M«  llie  H..,!: 
healthv.  In  extra  humid  .•limates  there  is  more  nwd  of  thorough  vent.h.l,.M,,M.l 
snmetimes  in  order  to  keep  the  atm.wphere  dry  it  is  advisable  to  a.ld  a  ^tra>v  lull  to 
the  iMiultrv  house.  A  straw  loft  can  be  made  by  imtting  in  a  ceiling  ot  loo-^e  .oards  or 
poles  and  tilling  up  between  the  ceiliuK  and  the  roof  with  straw.

In  the  location  of  the  poultry  house  it  is  a  good  plan  to  have  the  floor  of  the 
house  10  to  12  inches  higher  than  the  surrounding  level. 

Ke<-i)  Things  Clan.— Keep  the  house  clean,  that  is,  remove  the  droppings  when 
ne.e-.Hao-.  Sj'rav  fre<iuently  so  as  to  keep  free  from  mites  and  hen  lice.  An  miuual 
house  <.leaning  followed  by  a  coat  of  whitewash  should  be  i)ractis<Kl  and  a  frequent 
spray  with  some  good  disinfectant  ought  to  be  applied  during  the  summer  months. 

Have  Thinnx  ronirniVn/.— Though  one  can  keep  the  flock  healthy  and  obtain  the 

best   results  without  having   things  <-onvenient.  yet  in   ord.-r  to  eccuoniize   liiii  ■   \ 

labour  and  also  make  the  work  a  pleasure  instead  of  the  revcrs.-,  -t  is  n.ress.trv  to  hiiv. 
everything  convenient. 

The  poultrv  house   itself  should  be  convenient   in   that    it   is  g(>t-at-ab;  the 

person  who  looks  aft<-r  the  tloek.  If  l«)ssibie  have  it  placed  betwet^i  the  hou-  and 
the  .-tables  rather  than  at  the  far  side  of  the  barnyard  from  the  house.  Have  the 
inside  of  the  house  conveniently  arranged.  Put  a  barrel,  or  better,  a  covered  box 
in  ea<4i  pen  to  hold  a  supply  of  grain.  Fill  these  up  once  a  w.>ek  or  month  as  is 
ne<-«isarv.  Keep  a  card  ta>  ked  above  the  box  and  on  this  card  mark  down  the  weights 
of  the  grain  as  it  is  put  in.  These  supply  bins  are  most  convenient  in  that  the  feed 
is  always  there  without  the  attendant  having  to  run  to  the  barn  or  granary  every 
time  the  feeding  is  done.
